At about 10:20p.m. Monday 
night, Mrs. Terry B. Nelsonof 
Rt. 1, Elba, received the scare 
of her lifetime and possibly 
came within minutes of losing 
her life. 

She was driving home with 
her six year old daughter from 
a church meeting in Elba when 
the incident happened. Along 
a deserted stretch of the Troy 
Highway, about five miles north 
of Elba, a car driven by a black 
male attempted to run her off 
the road. When this failed, 
the car dropped back and bump- 
ed into her 1970 Chevrolet 
three or four times. Then he 
managed to run her car off the 
highway and he cut in front of 
Mrs. Nelson’s car, jumped out 
and attempted to drag her from 
the car. An approaching car 
scared the assailant off, spar- 
ing Mrs. Nelson further trou- 
bles. 

This car left withthe driver 
promising to return (which he 
never did) and another 
motorist, Larry Andress of 
Troy, stopped a few minutes 
later and sounded the alarm 
for Mrs. Nelson. 

Mrs. Nelson was taken to 
Elba General Hospital and 
treated for shock. Her dau- 
ghter, Tracey Lynn, was taken 
home by members of her fam- 
ily. Mrs. Nelson’s husband 
works in the Mobile area 
and was summoned home, arri- 
ving about 4:00 a.m. Tuesday. 

Trooper Phelps questioned 
little Tracey smoothly after 
gaining her confidence only as 
an experienced father could do. 
The yound girl said, “He ump- 
ed into us four times I think. 
No, I didn’t see his face, just 
Mama saw him; and I think 
he went that way when he left,”

However, talking with this 
hewspaper two days later, 
Phelps said he didn’t remem- 
ber anything but going into 
the doctor’s office Sunday night 
and waking up in jail on Tues- 
day. Phelps is charged with 
possession of narcotics and 
also possession of stolen 
goods. He has made no effort 
to deny either charge. 

Arrested after further in- 
vestigation were Jerry Mills of 
Covington County; Donnie 
“Wormy” Williams and Larry 
“Wolf Man” Phelps of Opp. 
Mills confessed to helping with 
the break-in of Dr. Wheeler 
A. Gunnells’ office and showed 
law officers where the balance 
of the stolen drugs were hidden. 

Statements by these two 
youths led officers to obtain 
search warrants for the trail- 
ers of Williams and Larry 
Phelps. During these search- 
es, the officers found more of 
the items stolen from the doc- 
tor’s office and other illegal 
drugs as well as one bag of 
marijuana seed.

Road problems can be reported to the county engineer 
at 894-6112, New Brockton; Commissioners Court, 897-5430, 
Elba; Probate Office 897-221], Elba, or simply by notifying the 
county commissioner serving the respective district. 
The part about notifying the commissioner 1s where 
the confusion has apparently entered the picture. However, the

states in Section 1 that the, “commission SHALL set the necessary 
policies and priorities for the construction, maintenance and 


repair of all public roads, county highways, bridges. . 


. within 


Coffee County.” The law continues with, “It SHALL be the further 
duty of each associate member of the commission to inspect the 
roads of his district from time to time, and hear the suggestions 
and complaints of the citizens and report the same to the com- 
mission with his recommendations; to advise with the county en- 
gineer concerning the problems of his district, particularly; and 
to assist in securing rights-of-ways, and assist in public service 
generally. It shall be the duty of the County Engineer to provide 
the necessary equipment and personnel to respond to any request 
of an emergency nature made by an associate member of the 
Coffee County Commission or any citizen in the absence ofa 
commissioner wherever and whenever an emergency shall arise 


in Coffee County.” 


While the bold print is our doings the law clearly 
states that the commissioners are the boss. To further clarify 
this matter, the commissioners and the county engineer, O’Neal 
Ham agreed when he was hired that the minutes of the commis- 
sioners meeting would reflect that the engineer worked FOR THE 
COMMISSIONERS and that he would respond to any reasonable 
and legal request of an individual commissioner on matters 
such as repairing a particular road or bridge. 

We have heard numerous complaints from county 
residents that they didn’t know who to call about road problems 


and this should clear the matter up. Nor should anyone hesitate 
He is elected and paid to do his job 
and while it is only part of his job It Is A Part Of It. Also the 
County furnishes EACH commissioner with a pick-up truck, 
gasoline and expense money to do his job. Each of these men 
are eager to improve conditions in Coffee County and needs to 
know if there is a problem in his respective district.
